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Rivers and Harbors.

‘The President is called upon by some of his
political friends to veto the river and harbor
bill. This bill contains an appropriation of
seventy-five thousand dollars for the im-
provement of James river, oneof threc hun-
dred thousand dollars for the improvement of
New river in West Virginia, and appropria-
tions of millions of dollars for the repair,
preservation, and improvement of rivers
and harbors throughout the Union, but
principally in the northern States. The
President may be induced to veto this
bill; but- we think not. Whilst we
wonld regret such un act on his
‘part, it would not be without its compensa-
tions. He would thereby do much ta dam-
age the prospects of Hayes and WaeELEH.
To veto it would be to injure vast interests
in every section of the country, It would
be saving a penny by throwing away a
pound. It would require in some instamces
perhaps five times as much money to im-
prove the same rivers next year as it would
then requlre if the work of improvement
were carried on during the prescent
vear—that is, continuously. What sort
of excuse could an engineer give
for allowing James river, for example,
to be filled up this year by freshets, when
he knew that to allow its chanuel so to be
filled up would ngcessitate the expenditure
next vear of five times as imuch money a3
would be required for the two years under
a continuous system of operations? Or
what good reason can be given for stopping
work on Hell Gate rocks and other places
of like importance # The saving ol a fiw

hundred thousand  dollars which it
is said have been unwiscly and
improperly appropriated for the im-

provement of . creeks in West Virginia,
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and elsewhere, would
be no equivalent for the vast damage that
would result to the immense materiul inter-
ests of the whole country from a cessation
of operations upon works of national im-
portance, national magnitude, and national
utility. An appropriation to Jumes river is
an appropriation to New York, Doston,
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and every other
¢ity in the United States, Soan appropria-
tion to Ilell Gate is alsoan appropriation to
Richmond, Baltimore, Boston, New Orleans,
St. Louis, and every other city

The timme was when Virginia representa-
tives in Congress voted against appropria-
tions for the improvement of rivers and
harbors—when the representative from the
Richmond congressional district reftised to
vote a dollar Tor the opening of James river,
Those were the hetter, purer, and greener
days of the republic. There was some ex-
cuse for the serupulously conscicntions
congressmen who refused to allow the -
fion's treasure 1o e used for the improve-
jent of the States” rivers, But that day
and that condition of things are at an end,
No Virginia congressimun will now, wetrust,
refuse to appropriate the nation’s treasure
for the improvement of the nation’s rivers,
Junes river is certginly one of the nation’s
vivers, What Mr. Lixcony said concerning
the tune of « Dixie "—namely, that he hud
eaptured it—may also be suid of James
viver. 'The nation captured James river in
time of war. There isno longer any doubt
s to which Government, the State or the
national, ought to improve it. If there be
one Virginia congressman who holds to his
ante-hiellum notions on this subject, we
would like to say to him that he could bet-
ter serve his State at home than in Wash-
ington, Let ug recall him, and make him
Governor or give him some other ofice,

o JHoers Pocrs—Bowhd TAMPERING WITH
e DEMOCRATIC PratrorM.”—Under this
heading the Baltimore American quotes
from the Washington correspondence of the
Chicago Tribune a cock-and-hull story which
hardly needs contradiction,  One part of it
is that in the platform the word *‘clause™
has been changed (o “date,” so us to make
the sentenee read, As such'a hindrance we
denounce the resumption date of 1875, and
we hereby demand its repeal.”

"Phe above was read to the Gonvention,
taken down at the moment by a dozen or
more short-hand reporters, sent forthwith
by telegraph all over the United States, and
published next morning in thousands of
daily pupers, including the St. Louis paper
from whieh we ecopy it. The California,
Oregon, Nevada, and Colorado delegates
read it in these words, and yet went to the

- Convention, on the morning of ils appear-

Death of Senator Caperton.
Senator Avrrex T, CAPERTON,. of

Virgtnia, died at” Washin

i

d at’ Washington yesterdsy.
His sickness was brief,and’ its fatal-termi-
nation entirely unexpected. The deceased,
by his ability and high character, com-
manded the respect and good opinion of all
who knew him, and was an earnest and

faithful public servant. He was born near
Union, Monroe county, Va., (now West
Virginin) November 21, 1810. After attend-
ing school in this Scate and at Huntsville,
Ala., he entered the University of Virginia,
and subsequently matriculated at Yale Col-
legey graduating at the latter institution in
1839. He studicd law under Judge BRISCOE
G. Barpwiy, of Staunton, and for many
years quietly pursved his profession. He
was several times clected a member of the
House of Delegates and of the Senate, his
last senatorial term being from 1850 to *61.
He was a member of the convention which
passed the ordinance of secession, and in
the struggle which followed sided with the
people of the South. After a prolonged
contest in the Virginia Legislature Mr. Ca-
PERTON, who received but a few votes at the
beginning, was chosen a memberof the Con-
federate Senate, and served in that capaeity
until the surrender.

After returning home lie took an active
part in bringing the fine coal, mineral, tim-
ber, and grazing land of his State before
cipitalists, and gave the variolis internal
improvements his cordial sympathy and aid.
In 1874 he was nominated and clected by
the Democrats to a seat in the United States
Senate.  When the cauenssing commenced,
asin the other instance, he was far from being
a prominent eandidate, and entertained no
expeetation of hecoming the mnominee,
but after severul days of fruitless voting
his name was advanced in the way of com-
promise, and he was nominated. Iistermin
the Senate has been marked by a thorough
devotion to the interests of his people and
a conseientious regard for the obligations of
his high position. Ile was a safe and pru-
dent legislator, and possessed many quali-
ties eminently fitting him for public life.

A daughter of Mr. Caperton, the wife of
Mujor Robert Stiles, resides in this city.

His body will e removed to West Vir-
ginia for interment.
